SARATOGA ENTRIES. 



The entries to the fourteen stake events to 
be run at the summer meeting of the Sara- 
toga Racing Association represent more liberal 
support than was anticipated. Among the 
prominent horsemen represented by nomina- 
tions are: Charles T. Patterson, Bromley & Co., 
J. W. Schorr & Son, Green B. Morris, Rogers & 
Rose, J. E. Madden, J. J. McCafferty, Duke & 
Wishard and A. H. & D. H. Morris. Neither 
August Belmont, James R. Keene, M. F. Dwyer, 
nor Marcus Daly has, so far, made an entry. 
Among the noted horses engaged are Ornament, 
Typhoon II, On Deck, First Mate, Free Advice, 
Lieber Karl, Presbyterian, Meadowthorpe, 
Plaudit and Tillo. Eighty-two two-year-olds 
have been nominated for the Pepper Stakes, at 
five and one-half furlongs. The Grand Union 
Stakes of $8,000, the principal event of the 
meeting, and which will be run in two divisions, 
has attracted ninety-one entries. The summar- 
ized totals for the various stakes are: 

Grand Union, 91 ; Congress Hall, 83; Pepper, 
95; Worden House, 70; G. H. Mumm <fc Co. 
Handicap, 79; Hamburg, 38; United States 
Hotel, 41; Hendrie, 23; Spencer, 41; Citizens’ 
and Merchants’, 41; Kensington Hotel, 42;

JOCKEY CLUB MEASURES. 



^ At their meeting Thursday the officials of the 
Jbckey Club disposed of quite a mass of import- 
ant business, the most important being the 
adoption of a new rule for the government of 
the starter’s department. It reads as follows : 
“Rule 105. The starter shall have authority 
to fine or suspend a jockey for disobedience of 
his orders, or for attempting to take any unfair 
advantage, but suspension of jockey shall not 
take effect until after the last race of the day 
of his suspension. The starter shall not impose 
any fine exceeding $200 for any offense, nor sus- 



pend beyond the last day of the meeting, and 
he shall report all fines and suspensions to the 
clerk of scales in writing. Stewards only may 
modify or remit the penalties imposed by the 
starter.” 

This is practically a reinstatement of the old 
rule and will give Starter Fitzgerald a much 
greater measure of authority over the jockeys 
than his immediate predecessor enjoyed. 

Paragraph 2 of rule 63 was altered to read as 
follows: “In all cases of sale by private treaty 
or public auction written acknowledgment of 
both parties that the horse was sold with en- 
gagements is necessary to prove the fact; but 
when the horse is sold or claimed out of a sell- 
ing race the advertised conditions of the race 
are sufficient evidence.” 

S. S. Howland was appointed steward to repre- 
sent the Jockey Club at the Washington spring 
meeting, which opens at Bennings on Easter 
Monday. The following list of officials ap- 
pointed for the meeting was approved : Stew- 
ards, Jesse Brown and Samuel Ross; starter, 
Matt Byrnes ; judge, C. McDowell; handicapper, 
W. S. Vosburgh ; clerk of the scales, H. G. Crick- 
more; paddock and patrol judge, J. L. Hall.

— The execu- 
tive committee of the New Memphis Jockey 
Club has awarded Captain Tilles of St. Louis 
the betting privileges for the spring meeting. 
The contract stipulates that all reputable book- 
makers are invited to draw in at $100 per day;
